Across the alley from D. M.

By 10 o’clock the Perry 
block was a mass of flames. The walls 
had commenced to fall, creating something 
of a panic among the throng of idle spec­ 
tators. and numerous narrow escapes oc­ 
curred among the firemen, who worked 
close to the fiamos, wrapped in repeatedly- 
soaked but rapidly-drying clothes. By half­ 
past 10 White's theater had been seized, and 
by 11 the firemen were compelled, to turn ! 
their attention to saving the buildings o í Í 
the opposite side of Randolph street, al- 1 
though still keeping numerous streams of ■ 
■water playing on the burning building. At 
11 o'clock the men of No. 3 tire company t 
raised a ladder in front of the theater, to 
get a better chance at the flames, i>ut !

INTELLECTUAL AND AST CULTURE. 


I>r. Charles Waldstein has, in the cur­ 
rent number of the Century, an earnest 
plea for art culture among the people of 
America. 
H e points out that what made 
Greek art what it was, and so closely re­ 
lated it to the life, government and culture 
of that people, was the fact that the artists 
liartuok of the higher education of the age. 
And by this he does not mean that they 
were hook-worms or vastly learned, but 
that their compositions were characterized 
by their feelings and thoughts, which were 
refined by the intellectuality of the period. 
They were representative of the intelli­ 
gence and taste of their environment. 
It 
follows that the first step toward the produc­ 
tion of the best manifestations of art, is the 
general appreciation by the people of sucii 
forms of expression. The doctor is clearly 
right when lie pronounces as false the idea 
that Americans are a materialistic people, 
on the contrary, we are inclined to be art­ 
istic. 
So those who pursue art studies 
should foster, so far as possibility permits, 
intellectual culture. That is, as we under­ 
stand the criticism, there should he a closer 
relation between the intellect and the 
hand, a stronger tie between the school or 
university and the schools of design and 
the art galleries—an inner relation be­ 
tween the university and the art academy. 
If we understand aright the scheme of 
Governor 
Stanford, the 
university he 
founds will aim in this direction. 
That is, 
art students will have lacilities for attend­ 
ing the lectures of the university, and 
classical and scientific students for attend­ 
ing art demonstrations and dissertations. 
N ot that the art student is to apply the 
fruits of higher education directly to his 
art, or that the artist Ls to be learned, as 
Dr. W aldstein explains, but that by study, 
reading, hearing, observation, the whole 
character and intellect is to be broadened, 
in order that technical skill may l>c made 
representative of the age.. The doctor be­ 
lieves th at under such a system we will 
develop an American style or school, for 
he deprecates the tendency to im itate 
French art, for instance. 
“ It is vicious 
and futile,” he exclaims, “ to do so. 
We 
arc to be ourselves, expressing what is in us 
with the greatest truthfulness.” 
“ We 
have,” he insists, “ the freshness of inven­ 
tive power, and the delight of self-expres­ 
sion, and we lack only confidence in our 
power as regards intellectual products.” 
Now all this reduced to its practical mean­ 
ing is, that communities and States ought 
to foster “ all that leads to the civilizing 
amusement and the intellectual edifica­ 
tion of the jieiple.” For instance, a School 
of Design is alxmt to l>e opened in this 
city. 
It is assumed to l>e in response to a 
demand ; to the artistic sp irit; to the sen­ 
tim ent among the people that we will lie 
bettered in all ways bv cultivation of ar­ 
tistic tastes. 
Its success or failure must, 
therefore, be taken as the measure, in a de­ 
gree, of the art sentim ent in the commu­ 
nity. 
Along with this effort then, we 
should do all that in us lies to broaden 
intellectual culture. 
As Dr. W aldstein 
says, museums ami art galleries generallv 
follow art schools; they arc the natural 
developments of them. 
Now, not all «im ­ 
m unities can bring university and art 
study together, 
ltut there is no commu­ 
nity that may not expand its intellectual 
opportunities. 
By the lecture lyceuin, by 
molding and fostering the reading habit 
in y o u th ; by doing in the many ways 
open to us all we can to augment civilizing 
influences, and to lift ourselves from the 
mere everyday of commonplace; to ele­ 
vate the taste foi dramatic expression; 
to enlarge the jsjpular judgm ent of natu­ 
ral science and discovery, and the bette 
forms of music ami lite ra tu re ; to quicken 
sensibility for natural beauty ; to augment 
knowledge in the people of mechanics, 
science and architecture—all these are 
things possible to any community, in de­ 
gree, of eoursc; and such culture, or what­ 
ever progress ran lie made in such direc­ 
tion by home guidance, the lecture n 
trum, the library, the school, the museum, 
the art gallery, the work shop, the field or 
the wood, will just that far augment our 
happiness and just that tar the better fit 
our children for the battle of the day in 
which it is brain and not brawn that will 
soonest win ; in which the hand guided by 
intelligence best does battle in the strug­ 
gle for existence. 
We shall ju>t that far 
be the less materialistic, without being a 
whit less practical, while we shall he just 
that much more useful to ourselves and the 
community. 
And by these ratnarks we 
are not to be understood as holding that 
all are to be educated to be artists, or 
architects, 
or 
sculptors, or designers, 
or 
that 
“ dabbling” 
in 
jiainting 
or 
other 
art 
work 
to 
1* 
encouraged, 
but that the ability to realize and feel the 
artistic should be the culture of a ll; that 
the people should be brought to the high­ 


est appreciation of the beautiful and re­ 
fining, and that intellectual culture is the 
direct path to these results, and th at they 
have an immediate relation to the prac­ 
tical affairs and civilizing factors of every­ 
day life. 


RESPONSE OF THEJiECRETARY OF WAR. 


Elsewhere we publish the resjionse of 
the Secretary of W ar to the memorial of 
the Board of Trade of Sacramento relative 
to the continuance of the work of destroy­ 
ing the navigation of the Sac ramento river 
by processes of hydraulic, mining. In brief, 
it amounts to this, th at Congress having 
appropriated a sum of money to be ex­ 
pended in restraining the descent of m in­ 
ing debris, w'hen in the judgment of the 
Secretary of W ar it was proper to do so, 
committed the Government to the doc­ 
trine of the evil of hydfaulic mining, 
The late Secretary having declined to per­ 
m it the expenditure until hydraulic min­ 
ing should cease, and this state of the ease 
having been rejorted to Congress, the 
whole m atter rests with th at body. 
Now 
it follows that two things need to lie done: 
hydraulic mining must cease wherever it 
contributes to the nuisance complained of, 
and Congress should lie moved to aid the 
people of California in accomplishing this 
end. 
We 
have uniformly 
held 
that 
there should be no relaxation in local 
effort to stop the nuisance, but as this can 
only be done by slow legal methods, and 
at great cost to the people, as the Federal 
Courts have found the dcqiosilion of mill 
ing debris in the rivers to be a public 
nuisance, why should not Congress come 
to the aid of this people and assist them in 
making effective application of the estab­ 
lished principle? And since it relates di­ 
rectly to a stream, the navigation of which 
is, by the direct admission of Congress, 
under the control of the Federal Gov­ 
ernment, and which ¿t admits it is its duty 
to keep open, should not Congress instruct 
the Department of Justice to intervene 
for the stoppage of the nuisance, that the 
money appropriated for the preservation 
of the river may be applied in such way as 
Congress may determine ? 
Under the ad­ 
missions made, it is simply inconceivable 
that Congress will commit a great naviga­ 
ble river to ruin, even if the local author­ 
ity fails to do its duty.

I n an article by the Secretary of the 
State Fish Commission, that appeared in 
the New Year’s edition of the Kecoiid- 
l niox, it is stated th at one of the best and 
cheapest class of our food fishes is lieing 
exterm inated by the illegal practice of the 
Chinese. 
They capture the small fry, dry 
it and ship it to China. 
It is very diffi­ 
cult to catch the Chinaman in the act. lie 
is so cunning and adroit in his practice 
that lie has already greatly reduced the 
run of the fish. 
The advocates of Chinese 
immigration will probably find in these 
facts another reason why the influx of the 
Mongolian should l»e encouraged, to the 
end that the resources of our fish waters 
may be the sooner destroyed. 


M. W o eik o ff, an eminent Russian ob­ 
server, lias demonstrated th at the chief 
reason why forests foster the even moisture 
of the atmosphere is because they check 
the passage of the winds, and thus reduce 
the liability of the moisture to he carried 
away. 
It has been replied to the demand 
for forest preservation in the Sierras that a 
new growth comes on rapidly, and there­ 
fore there is no danger of denudation of 
the hills. 
But it will be clear to all that 
in the term of years while this growth is 
coming on, the resistance to winds will be 
so reduced that great injury will result 
from abnormal drying of the atmosphere. 


I t has been objected that the Edmunds 
bill for th e suppression of polygamy in 
U tah invades guaranteed rights by causing 
church property to be disposed of or con­ 
trolled hv a Government Commission. To 
this the New York Tribune replies, witli 
incisive wit, that it is not new, since “ our 
highest Court years ago met an ephemeral 
jiopular clamor by the enunciation of prin 
ciples which if carried into effect com­ 
pletely would leave property defenseless, 
and enable demagogues to procure its con­ 
fiscation anywhere under the pretense of a 
public use.”

As we view it, it is purely an economic 
question, and therefore one to be discussed 
dispassionately, and without the slightest 
acrimony whatever. We propose briefly 
to reply to Mr. McLcnnan’s argument, and 
to correct some misapprehensions on his 
part. It is admitted that bv high license 
the revenues of the city will ‘be augmented 
—indeed that is one of the chiet reasons 
for the adoption of the policy. Nor is there 
anything new in the proposition. License, 
as a source of revenue, is as old as the 
forms of government. Taxes are forced 
collections and involuntary payments, ami 
this is from the very form and necessity of 
government. Thus far we are agreed with 
our Chico correspondent. 
It is also true 
that high license is, like all other license, 
an unequal burden relative to the taxes 
laid on others than dealers in liquors. But 
as laid upon a class, it is equal in its 
operation. 
So 
thus 
far 
there 
is 
no divergence from our correspondent's 
views. 
H e 
is 
in 
error, 
however, 
in assuming that the necessity of raising 
revenue is to be regretted. The aggregate 
amount may, because of its magnitude, be 
objectionable, but this people do not object 
to paying taxes sufficient to give the lives 
and property of our citizens protection, our 
children an education, and to conduct city 
affairs ujion a plane commensurate with 
our commercial importance and the needs 
for well ordered government, and comfort­ 
able residence in the place. They do. how­ 
ever, consider it a '"grievous burden” to 
be compelled to contribute largely to de 
fensive measures, rendered necessary in 
large part, by the 
liberality accouled 
in tiie matter of selling liquors by a cer­ 
tain class. They deny most emphatically, 
that it is an equal distributieu of the bur­ 
dens of govern uient to compel all equally 
to bear the consequences of the business of 
the few who keep low places « here crime 
is prolific, and this, he it noted, is an econ­ 
omic and not alone a moral consideration. 
It is troe that the taxes of one class are 
to he decreased by augmenting those of 
another. This always has been done, al­ 
ways will be done, and it is right and 
proper that it should be done, in considera­ 
tion oi special privileges accorded. 
W herever a business is carried on under 
a license, it is burdened by a tax—lor reve­ 
nue—for the privilege and the protection 
afforded it. 
The sovereign (lower, the 
State, the people, has recognized this, and 
has given to the^eity of Sacramento in its 
charter the express right " to license, to 
tax, regulate, prohibit or suppress 
all 
tippling houses, drain shops, saloons, bars 
barrooms, etc. (Article 1, Section 2, city 
charter.) 
Our correspondent will see. therefore, 
that the right to conduct a drinking saloon 
floes not exist at all, except as a grant bv 
the people who are the government of the 
city of Sacramento, since they possess the 
power to absolutely prohibit. 
It follows 
that whatever regulation, proviso or bur­ 
den they attach to the privilege or grant, 
must be right, since it is the sovereign that 
affixes it, and the party burdened has no 
cause of complaint because he has not the 
original right to conduct the businessatall. 
Even t he Constitution of the State of Cal­ 
ifornia gives any county or citv power •• to 
make ami enforce within its limits all such 
local, j>oiice and sanitary and other regula­ 
tions as are not in conflict with general 
laws.” There is no general law authoriz­ 
ing the maintenance of drinking places 
without a license. It resolves itself, there­ 
fore, into merely the question ot the amount 
or the license tax. and that is a question of 
policy only. In the celebrated Annie Smith 
case the Supreme Court declared that the 
city of Sacramento had the right to deter­ 
mine, within the general laws, what was 
conducive to the health, comfort, happi­ 
ness, peace and economy of its people in 
all matters relating to police regulation, 
mid held that the ordinance closing certain 
classes of saloons at a given hour of the 
night was valid, as a regulative measure. 
That case was negatived in its application 
by the adoption of the new Constitution 
providing that no discrimination shall be 
made against women in the pursuit of a 
lawful business, but the principle involved 
was not thereby affected, and it remains 
to-day. Indeed it may he said to hare 
been only recently affirmed by the Supreme 
Court in the San Francisco w’ash-house or­ 
dinance cases. In short, so far as the mat- i 
ter of law is concerned, there is no longer : 
any issue as to the legalitv of high license 
Onr correspondent thinks it unfair and un-' ¡ 


manly to force upon certain business inter- 
csts an excessive share4* of public burdens.” 
As the liquor seller, in common with the 
merchant and the grocer, must be assumed 
to pay the uniform tax laid on property 
values, the head tax, and the special taxes 
for various branches of the government, 
any additional tax in the way of a license 
fee is in excess of our general taxation, and 
therefore high license is excessive onlv in 
degree. 
By high license, the people advocating it 
do not, as our correspondent assumes and 
claims, seek to be relieved of bearing their 
just and equitable share of the cost of gov­ 
ernment. Gn the contrary, they claim, 
with strong showing in the way ot proofs 
and demonstrations, that high license more 
nearly adjusts, properly and equitably, the 
costs of government, since it'proposes to 
make that pay most which calls for most 
of police vigilance and correction and pre­ 
vention of crime. 
If our correspondent 
doubts this, he should examine the crimi­ 
nal annals of the city, and investigate the 
history of the dives and “ Barbary coasts ” 
ot the eities of the land. The estimate was 
not that the saloons would be reduced to 
fifty. Our correspondent falls into egre­ 
gious error on this point. The estimate was 
that it will reduce them by fifty—that is, to 
two hundred. 
It is entirely true that the 
power to fix the license rate at $50 is able 
to increase it to $100, as suggested by 
our correspondent; nay more, the law 
gives 
the 
authority' 
to

Constitution 
of 
California 
confers this power upon all communities, 
in the form of what is generallv known as 
local option. But the facts stated are suffici­ 
ent to show that high license is not pro­ 
hibition, nor is it m eant to be prohibition, 
and in fact is more opposed by prohibi­ 
tionists generally than by any other class. 
Our correspondent takes flat issue with the 
statement that high license as tried in 
other States, has worked to a charm. 
He 
denies it, and charges the Sacramento com­ 
m ittee with ignorance of the facts. This 
is mere dogmatism, and goes fur nothing. 
So far as our examination goes, it bears out 
the statement of the committee. 
Wherc- 
ever thoroughly and sincerely tried, high 
license has, as we read the news of the 
world, proven to be all that is claimed lor 
it. Our correspondent holds that it the 
low places are closed by high license, the 
consumer of liquor will buy it by the jug­ 
ful and turn his home into a grogshop and 
a place of revelry. This is mere opinion, 
and as dogmatic as the former statement. 
Since the opportunity of the drinker to ob­ 
tain liquor will not be limited by high 
license, we fail to see how the necessity 
will be any greater for him to convert his 
home into a groggery, than now. As for 
instauce, iu a block not far distant from 
where 
we 
write 
there 
are 
more 
than a dozen places where liquors are 
sold at 
retail, but 
we 
subm it 
that 
eight or nine would still be able to 
supply all the drinkers who frequent the 
locality, and probably to better advantage, 
and with a better quality of goods than 
some now deal out. 
The correspondent is 
entirely correct in the statem ent that the 
effect of high license will be to concentrate 
the drinking within narrow limits. 
It is 
precisely that which the advocates of high 
license hope to accomplish. 
Soo.too.it is 
a correct statement that high license is not 
a scheme to reform the habitue of the low 
drinking place, though it is not to be lost 
sight of, that with the temptation of the 
vicious place removed, the liability of the 
drinker to 
vicious 
influences will be 
lessened. 
Our correspondent will scarcely 
contend that the character of a neighbor­ 
hood will not be improved by the elimina­ 
tion of, say, a half-dozen dives and vile 
d-. ggeries, and the retention of a half­ 
dozen decently conducted saloons, where 
men are not robbed and carousal and dis­ 
turbance of the peace are not permitted. 
So 
our 
correspondent 
is 
correct 
when he charges high license with being a 
scheme to raise revenue by taxing indecent 
places beyond the probability of existence. 
As to tbe “ rig h t" to deprive unv given 
num ber of tbe “ right ” to do business, be­ 
cause of inability to pay the tax laid on it, 
we reply that it rests oñ precisely the same 
footing as the “right” to charge the present 
rate of license tax, which debars those from 
engaging in the business who are unable to 
pay tire lesser lee. 
In fact, our correspond­ 
ent’s argument, carried to its final and in­ 
evitable conclusion, would lead him to de­ 
clare against any and all license tax what­ 
ever. 
These replies, we think, traverse 
all the positions taken by our correspond­ 
ent, save that in which he assumes the 
possibility of no saloons taking out licenses 
at all, and the direful consequences that 
would result, concerning which, it is to be 
said, that it will be time enough to cross 
that bridge whenever such a structtfHe is 
erected, it is too supreme ly ridiculous an 
assumption to merit consideration.—[Eos.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE 


N ew Y e a r’s D ay in S a c ra m e n to . 
A t 12 o'clock Thursday night the year 
1880 was ushered into existence—not with 
the roar of m usketry and cannon, nor the 
merry’ peal of bells, as in 11 ye olden tim e/’ 
but in the most ,quiet and unobstrusive 
m anner possible. 
At that hour the streets 
were alm ost silent, the sky was clear, a 
biting wind blew from the north, and the 
night was unusually cold for Sacramento. 
A number of parties were in progress at 
the different public halls, and many private 
gatherings watched the old year out, and 
clasped hands w ith New Year’s greetings 
when the clock struck 12. The year 1885, 
with all its pleasures, sorrows and historic 
events, was gathered by old Father Time, 
and placed beside those o f long ago, and in 
its place was given 1S86, full of hope and 
promise. 
The usual custom, and one “ more hon­ 
ored in the breach than the observance,” 
of taking off front gates, changing signs 
on business 
houses, 
throwing 
articles 
from the sidewalks into the streets, etc., 
was indulged in to an unusnal extent, 
especially in the residence portion of the 
city, where the insufficiency o f the police 
force is tillable to prevent it. 
In conse­ 
quence, yesterday morning a large number 
of usually good-natured citizens who suf­ 
fered from these depredations were wrathy 
and indignant. 
They had every reason for 
being so. 
Still it is not the feeling they 
should have experienced on a New Year’s 
morning, and it is to be hoped that the old 
saying, “ angry this day, angry all year," 
w ill not prove true in their cases, 
.lust 
what pleasure “ Young America ” derives 
from this species of vandalism is “ beyond 
our ken,’ 
anil most people ascribe it to 
“ pure cussedness.” 
New Year’s Day was clear, a strong wind 
prevailed from tiie north, and, notwith­ 
standing the sun shone brightly, it was very 
cold. 
* 
Services were held in several of the 
churches, m any o f which were tastefully 
trimmed with evergreens. 
Many private 
receptions were given and family and so­ 
cial reunions held. 
The Young Men’s Christian Association 
gavp a reception in their rooms. Masonic 
building, to their friends, and the young 
m en of the city, from 11 a. m. to 10 p. m., 
at which a free collation was served hv the 
ladies. 
Music was rendered during the en­ 
tire day by young ladies of the different 
churches, and the rooms had very many 
visitors. 
The number o f callers, and the number 
of ladies w ho advertised to receive, were 
not nearly so large as in former years. 
The 
absence of swallow-tail coals and silk hats 
was very noticeable, and plainly in d icativ e 
of the fact that this old and much-abused 
custom is becoming unpopular and anti­ 
quated. 
Informal social and friendly calls, 
however, were more numerous, more pleas­ 
ant, and vastly more social and agreeable. 
W ith this class o f callers “ Auld Lang 
S in e ” could hesung and appreciated. 
The Gnreka Social Club entertained call­ 
ers at their rooms. Fifth and J streets, 
throughout the day and evening. 
The Plaisir Social Club entertained their 
friends last night at Turner H all with a 
full-dress party. 
The cantata of “ St. Nicholas,” which was 
given several nights since with such excel­ 
lence at the Sixth-street M. E. Church, was 
r e la te d again last evening with tine or­ 
chestral accompaniment and the introduc­ 
tion o f several new and pleasing features. 
The church was com pletely tilled with an 
audience which manifested its appreciation 
o f the efforts of the 2U0 Sabbath-school 
children engaged, by frequent and warm 
plau iits. 
* 
The ladies of the Central M. E. Church 
last evening held what they called a New 
Year's greeting, to which all their friends 
were invited. 
An excellent musical and 
literary programme was rendered, after 
which there was a distribution of the gifts 
placed upon the New Year’s tree. 


lle a th by Violence. 
Larly yesterday m orning a man was 
found lying dead by the roadside on M 
street, between Twenty-eighth and Twenty- 
ninth. 
The Coroner was notified and took 
charge o f the body, w hich was subsequent­ 
ly identified as that of John Beatty, who at 
one tim e was a truckman in t^is city, and 
later has driven a sprinkling-cart team and 
worked hauling earth. 
H e had lived in 
the city m any years, was 43 years of age 
and unmarried. Chief Jackson and officers 
o f the 
force investigated 
the Circum­ 
stances of the case, and learned that Mr. 
Bergman saw the deceased, near where the 
body was found, about 11 o’clock Thursday 
night. 
H e was under the influence of 
liquor, and talked of being an old-timer, 
that he was going to stay, etc. 
About two 
hours afterwards Mr. Bergman, returning, 
heard him talking in the sam e vicinity. 
W hen found he had on only his pants and 
shirt. 
H is coat and two vests were lying a 
few feet away, and it is believed that he 
divested him self of them, and laid down 
as if going to bed. 
There was a wound in 
the back of bis head, about two inches in 
length, such as m ight have been made by 
a jagged stone or som e blunt weapon. 
It 
* fcad bied very profusely, ami the fence near 
by was marked with blood, as though he 
had wiped it from his hands. 
H is hand­ 
kerchief, which officer Sullivan found near 
by, was saturated with blood. 
Doubtless 
he died from the hemorrhage and exposure. 
The officers traced the blood along M street 
to the little bridge over the drainage canal 
at Thirty-first street. 
There is a saloon at 
the junction of M and Thirty-first streets, 
and som e were inclined to believe that 
the decease-1 had got into trouble there, 
and been hit by som e ene. but the proprie­ 
tor, Mr. Curtis, says that Beatty was not in 
his place, and further, that the saloon was 
closed at 9:30 Thursday night. 
He names 
parties who were present in the saloon dur­ 
ing the evening. 
It m ay be that Beatty fell 
and struck his head on a rock. The wound 
does not look as if it would have been seri­ 
ous it attended to. 
Beatty was drunk early 
in the evening, and had a bottle of whisky 
in his pocket when found. Coroner Clark 
will hefld an inquest iu the case this evening.

when Cleveland and Kate Bender each liail 
won two heats, and Lucy one, with a dead 
heat between Lucy and Kate, was com­ 
pleted yesterday.

A Sharper G athered In. 
Last Thursday a man who gave his name 
as Frank Foster, and claimed to be a I nitcd 
States Secret Service detective, appeared 
before United States Commissioner E. I. 
Robinson and stated that he had need lor 
four special officers to accompany him to 
Elk Grove and assist in arresting four 
counterfeiters. 
Mr. Robinson, alter hear­ 
ing his statement, referred him to Chief 
Jackson. 
H e applied to that officer in a 
brusque, nervous way, saying that he 
wanted two officers to accompany him : 
that they m ight get back that night, and 
m ight be on duty two or three days. 
H is 
peculiar nervous anxiety to avoid explain­ 
ing. and to be on the move, would have 
been sufficient to arouse the C hiefs sus­ 
picion that all was not right, but Jackson 
had also received a hint from officers 
Woods and Farren that they did not be­ 
lieve the visitor was exactly “ square.” 
Accordingly the Chief told him that he 
had no officers to send out o f town on such 
duty. 
Foster replied that he was not par­ 
ticular as to regular officers, but would like 
to have two men recommended, and he 
would deputize them. 
lit answer to the 
C hiefs questions, he said his documents 
showing who 
be was, were at Com­ 
missioner Robinson's office, and the special 
officers would have their pay advanced by 
the Commissioner. 
After som e further 
questioning, the Chief suggested that I. K. 
Sim m ons ami T. J. Loftus, who happened 
to be in the police office at the time, would 
fill the bill as deputies, and, on their say­ 
ing that they were willing, Foster accepted 
them and told them to accompany him to the 
Commissioner’s office. 
As they were leav­ 
ing, Jackson called Simmons back, told 
him he thought Foster was a fraud, and 
requested that he should not be let get out 
of sight. 
The party went to Mr. Robin­ 
son’s office. 
That gentleman had been sus­ 
picious of Foster, and, learning that Jack­ 
son was also, he concluded to let him go 
on and com mit himself. 
H e accordingly 
swore in Simmons as a special officer, Fos­ 
ter signing his name to the document as a 
regular United States officer, with the word 
“ approved.” 
Then came the question of 
finance, when it was expected Foster's game 
would be made apparent. 
Mr. Robinson 
said he had no money to advance, and Fos­ 
ter said he liad a check for $120, which 
he 
produced. 
It 
was 
drawn 
on a 
San 
Francisco bank, in 
the nam e of 
C. R. Brooks, who is the head of the 
Secret Service Department in San Fran­ 
cisco, payable to Frank Foster. 
To lead 
him on, it was suggested that the money 
could be got from a certain broker, and on 
applying to that gentleman $30 were ob­ 
tained, and the remaining $90 were to be 
sent to Foster at Elk Grove next day, Sim ­ 
mons identifying and indorsing Foster, by 
way of form, the broker having previously 
been posted. 
About that tim e Chief Jack­ 
son appeared. 
Foster asked all hands to 
take a drink, but all refused, knowing that 
the $30 would have to be made good subse­ 
quently. 
Jackson told Foster, who was 
disgusted at 
not 
having a chance to 
spend his money, that a man at the sta­ 
tion-house wanted to see him . 
Foster 
didn’t want to go before drinking, but the 
Chief took him by the arm and told him 
to come at once. A t the station-house he 
was informed that he was under arrest, 
and became very indignant, threatening 
to “ make it hot for some one.” 
H e was 
asked for his credentials, and said tliev 
were in his valise at the International. 
Sim m ons was sent there to get the valise, 
and found that Foster had no baggage 
there, and all the h tel people knew of 
him was that he had stepped at the bouse 
two or three nights before, taking a two- 
bit bed. 
W hen searched 
he had 
no 
money 
upon 
him 
but the $30. 
He 
acknowledged that he filled out the check 
himself, but asserted that secret service 
officers had authority to do so. 
H e is held 
for forgery. 


AYliat th e C h in ese Say, 
Ah Loy, representing 
the Chinamen 
whose wash-house cm Fifth street, between 
L and M, was destroyed by fire at 8:40 
Thursday evening, called at the station- 
house yesterday and made the following 
statem ent: Just previous to the fire there 
were two Chinamen ironing in the front 
room of the house, and another was sitting 
down in the room adjoining—there were 
three rooms in the house. 
Two white men 
suddenly entered the place through the 
rear door—or, as it was expressed, “ One 
Ilisbman and one white m an.” The “Ilish- 
m an” inquired, “ John, you the boss ?” 
and receiving answer iu the negative, said, 
’’jit’s lucky fur you, for I'd kill you. 
The 
boss lost $1 p f m y clothes.’ 
H e had in his 
hand a sq u » e coal oil can, in which there 
were two <* three inches of oil. This he 
placed upon the floor of the m iddle room, 
struck a match upon liis sleeve, and, when 
it was burt.tng well, threw it into the can, 
the oil blfizing up 
immediately. 
The 
Chinaman called “ Fire!” frantically, and 
hurried for a bucket of water, the* white 
men running away. 
H e threw the water 
upon the oil, causing the blaze to fly all 
over the (flare, some of the burning oil 
falling uj On the Celestial, who with his 
companion* were greatly frightened and 
busied them selves trying to save some of 
the content* of the house. 
The story was 
told at theim lice office with great attention 
to detail, and may be true; but on tbeotlier 
side it may be only an invention of the 
Chinese to ITcate sympathy, taking advan­ 
tage of theipresent feeling against them to 
give it a;» air of truth. 
It will be recol­ 
lected thai; on the occasion o f the recent 
fire at a Chinese laundry on J street it was 
claimed by the occupants of the place that 
the blaze was caused by an incendiary. 
Am ong white people both'that fire and the 
one of Thursday night were at the time of 
the occur,cnees believed to have resulted 
from lam pj ex plosions. They both occur­ 
red so early in the evening that it seemed 
unreasonable that incendiaries would risk 
detection i t such an hour. .
